JITNEY DRIVERS, ETC. MUS 
PAY OPERATING TAX. 


Under the revenue act of 1418, per- 
sons who carry on the business of op- 
erating or renting passenger automu- 
biles are required to file a return and 
pay a tax of $10.00 per year for au- 
tes having a seating capacity of 
more than two and nut more than 
seven; for machines having a seating 
capacity of more than seven persons 
the tax is at the rate of $20.00 a year. 

“Under the terms of the law,” said 
Collector of Internal Revenue, James 
J. Brady, of Detroit, “the effective 
date of this tax is January 1, 191), 
and one half of the. annual rate is 
now due and payable. Return forms 
are now available, and every person 
jiable to the tax will be required to 
make a separate return and pay tax 
for each taxable machine. The tax 
due now will pay until June 30, 1919, 
when the full amount of the annual 
rate must be paid. 

Taxicab owners, jitney drivers, liv- 
erymen, undertakers, sightseeing au- 
tomen and other automobile owners 
who rent or operate machines for 
hire shoul! ut once write the internal 
revenue office and secure forms on 
which to mule returns for the tax 
from January 1st. to June 30th, 1919.

“Laurits “Mortenson born January 
18,1852 in Rind and Elsie Marie, his 
wife born April 27, 1854 in Brande]. 
were ‘married on June 29, 1878. 

The year. before their marriage Mr, 
Mortenson bopght 80 acres of land 
for 1000 crowns, on condition that 
the money would remain in the pro- 
perty, for he had no money with 
which to buy the land. It was agre- 
ed on and he started at once to build 
a house which was formed of clay 
and lying mixed together. . 

_ The first year he with hia wife 
managed to get abdut three acres 
plowed, and in 1879 they bought a 
cow. It is neeessary for the ground 
to be tilled three years before they 
could harvest any crops. The only 
thing to be done for the first three or 
‘four years wes to plow the ground 
and wait for better results to come. 

Laurits and his wife had to makea 
living and he was a brick molder, so 
he made a little extra money by this. 
His chief desire was farming, so he 
got a pair of oxen on shares to do 
the work. In his spare moments he 
dug merrel limestone on shares two 
miles from his farm. The owner and 
he each getting half of the money. 

Both he and his wife toiled hard— 
their working hours being about 18 
hours a day. But they soon managed 
to get a team of oxen of their own 
and some more cows and little by lit- 
tle they kept on getting more stock. 
They also constructed more buildings 
and all work was done with good 
judgment. 

They had eight children, two of 
whom died in infancy, one who is in 
American and the others still in Den- 
mark, Their later years of success 
are partly due to their children, for 
they have helped them. 

The farm is now rebuilt and up-to- 
date. The farm of 80 acres now 
boosts of four horses, 20 head of cat- 
tle, 5 sheep, 12 swine, 100 chickens 
and 5 beehives. 

The property is worth $30,000 with 
only a $7,000 debt. 

When the Mortenson family look 
back and think of their improvements 
they must thank God for their Bleas- 
ings. Mr. Mortenson for a number 
of years has been foreman for the 
Temperance society, 

He gave his children a good educa- 
tion—some attending High school 
and others the Agricultural schools. 

This family has performed a fine 
work for their own good and for the 
good of others. 

Their work has made poor, worth- 
less soil a rich soil. I will now give 
to the family my thanks and best 
wishes hoping that their children will 
follow in their foot were from the

WHERE TERM “UNCLE SAM”

During the war of 1812-14, Elbert 
Anderson, Jr., one of the contractors 
supplying the Army of the North 
with provisions, advertised for pro- 
posals for pork and beef to be deliv- 
ered to him during the first four 
months of 1813. Among those who 
contracted to furnish him with beef 
packed in barrels were Ebenezer and 
Samuel Wilson, the latter familiarly 
called “Uncle Sam” by certain of the 
soldiers who spoke of his beef as ‘Un- 
cle Sam’s beef”. Other soldiers, not 
knowing who “Uncle Sam” waa, thot 
that the term applied to the letters 
“U.S.” stamped on the barrels by the 
Government officials, and so it was 
not long before the United States be- 
came familiarly known as “Uncle 
Sam,” and the name stuck.
